Today we have a better 
idea. We season them skillfully, 
cover them with a golden blanket 
of buttered crumbs, put them in 
a pretty glass casserole and bake 
them in the oven. 

Your famity or guests will not 
know what they are getting until 
the lid is lifted and the tantol- 
izing aroma of savory food fills 
the room. 

Casserole dishes mean less work 
both before and aftcr the meal. 
You can prevare them hous 
ehead of time and the meal can 
be posiponed af the last minute 
if invited suests fail to arrive on 
time. The food is served in the 
dish in which it is baked so you 
also save on dish washing. 

Vecetable Casserole 

Cook eight small new potatoes, 
cieht tiny carrots, a small head 
of cauliflower broken into flow- 
erets and one cup fresh peas 
separately in salted water, Make 
two cups rich cream sauce, not 
too thick. and add to it a quarter 
pound mild American or Old 
English cheese. Stir until smooth. 
Arrange the cooked vegetables in 
the casserole and cover with the 
sauce. Place under the broiler 
flame or in 4 hot oven just long 
enouch for the sauce to become 
bubbly and delicately browned. 
This makes a good main course 
when served with hot ‘deviled 
ham rolls or cheese pinwheels.
